HAS PRACTICAL VIEWS

Hop Growers Who Conduct Business
on Sound Business Bound to
Succeed.

“Yt will be the survival of the fittest,"
saild D. B, Taylor, of Independence,
one of the successful hopgrowers of
the state, in commenting upon the
hop situation.

“This talk of curtailing the output
by the reduction of acreage, in the
effort to control the market is all
bosh," he said. “The great trouble
is, there is not enough bralns behind
the industry as a rule. There is a
certain olass of growers who go out at
the business in a cateh-as-catch-can
gort of way; pay no attentlon Lo de-
tails, and, if they come out on top,
well and good ; if they lose, the mer-
chdnt or banker that supplies the cash
is the real loser.

“The grower who enters the busi-
ness on a sound basis is bound to
suceeed ; but he who goes in and de-
pends upon his ‘lucky star,” and
neglects the little details that count,
will find himself ‘weighed and found
wanting.” There is no use of talking
about the grower controlling the
market when the impractical man
enters the fleld in competition, pro-
duces an inferior grade of hops,
dumps them on the matket at the
opening, and bears it down irre-
trievably.”"—Evening Telegram,

CONDON, Or, Dec. 16—(To the

By the Government census of 1900,
Condon is given a population of 260,
It had been guietly growing in popu-
lation until the O. R, & N. railroad
was built, when it suddenly began to
gain rapidly. By the census of last
summer, it's population was 922. The
town now claims 1200, although I
think that 1000 is more nearly correct.
Since last June, between 100 and 150
new houses have been built.

The town is at present engaged in
putting in a water system, The old
system is totally inadequate to the
needs of the town. One well was bored
to a depth of over 500 feet and was
thea given up by the econtractor. The
town has lately engaged a new man,
who is boring in the same well at a
cost of §6.50 per foot. The reservolr is
all completed and the mains partly
lalkl. The town is obliged to get water
at whataver cost,

Insurance is almost prohibitive here,
being over 10 per cent on buildings.
The vew water system will bring it
down to & much lower flgure. A new
survey of the main street is causiog
quite a bit of trouble in adjusting
buildings, sidewalks, ete. The post-
office was moved this week into a new
brick building costing about $8000,
The building will also contain a con-
fectionery store and & harness shop.
The Gilliam County Bank intends to
build a brick on the eorner vacated
by the postoffice. There are two banks
liere at present, and another Is talked
of.

In liguid refreshments, the town s
represented by seven saloons. Gilliam
county voted for local option, but the
vote was thrown out on a technleality.

The churches are represented by the
Congregationalists, Baptists, Latter
Day Saints, Christians and Oatholics,
A three-story hotel is being built, and
will fill a long-felt want. Board costs
from $4 to $6 & week,

All kinds of labor has been in de-
mand and the wages are good. The
town is paying $2.50 a day for labor
onthe waterworks. Carpenters receive
from $3 to $§4 n day, and are hard to
get. Most of the bulldiag will ceasa
January 1 and open up again about
April 1.

Mr, Shreve and mysell meet many
old Polk county people in this county,
many of whom are doing well. The
OsservEen is a weleome visitor in our
household, and Dallas and its people
will ever be remembered with kind-
ness by us.
